A concerted movement to stop smoking in 
the front vestibules of street cars—in effect 
eliminating smoking by passengers on sur- 
face cars—has been launched by 5,000 motor- 
men who complain of “ tobaeco headaches. 

Health Commissioner Young has promised 

to cooperate with a delegation of south side 
car men in obtaining city legislation abolish- 
ing the practice. 
z Agitation expected to result promises to 
exceed in intensity that created when smok- 
ing cars on the Oak Park elevated traing 
were discontinued. The motormen, how- 
ever, hope to get the solid backing of the 
woman citizenship of Chicago and also of 
every minded man.“ 

Smokers may be counted upon to fight any 
legislation which would in operation prohibit 
smoking anywhere on street cars. At pres- 
ent the privilege is limited to the front vesti- 
bules.or the rear platforms, but passengers 
are not permitted to ride in the latter section 
except when unable to get forward. 


mits smoking in closed street cara, he said. 
“It is an evil which shoulé de abolished. 
There is no reason why people should smoke 
on the cars. 


Sore Throat and Nose Trouble. 

“There is a pathetic pide to the question. 
For example, I get on à car and smoke an- 
then get off in a few minutes. That is a” 
right so far as I am concerned. It does not 
bother me. ‘But the motorman must sit there 
all day and breathe the smoke and stench. 
And he is not allowed by the company to 
smoke while on duty. That makes the smoke 
more offensive to him. | 

“The constant inhaling of this smoke 
causes sore throat and inflammation of the 
nose. Besides, the bad atmosphere ts condu- 
cive to’ general il) health. The ventilation 
ordinance requires that the amount of fresh 
air in parte of the car where smoking is per- 
mitted shall be 88 1-8 per cent’greater than in 
those parts where there is no smoking. 

“During these bitter cold days the motor- 
men cannot open the wil or he would 
freéze. All he can dois to breathe the foul air 
and take the céngequences. In the summer 
when the car windows are open it in different. 
But in the winter the motormen should be 
protected and I shall help all I oan to abolish 
the nuisance.” 


But One Car Man Opposes. 

Of the 5,000 motermen in Chicago there is 
but one openly Opposed to the movement. 
Hg is James Hynes of the Rockwell street 
car barn. Hynes says many of the smokers 
are laboring men and that he is not in favor 
of taking away any of their privileges. He 
says the motormen should not be eo selfish 
as to impose @ restriction upoh the great 
body of workers. Against him, however, is 
every other motorman and condegctor. 

E. M. Deegan, working out of the Burnside 
barn, ie one of the active workers in the 
movement. 

“The emoking nuisanee seems to become 
more and more acute,” he said. “ With the 
return of cold weather the front vestibule 
becomes a hogpen. A motorman is compelled 
to etay at least ten hours every day in one 
of these sties.

“Passengers, too, are interested. All

The remedy he urged comprised the initia- 
tive, referendum, recall, and the direct pri- 
mary.

Lee 
O'Neill Browne's office was across the way, 
but he was not noted as among those pres- 
ent.

silver and clean linen, good ventilation, 
flowers and music. If we could see some of 
the places in which this food is cooked and 
some of the poor slaves in torment as they 
"prepare it, I doubt if many of us would enjoy 
our dinner. 


“Suffer Less in Sweatshops.” 

“It is bad enough to compel men to work 
ten hours a day and seven days in the week, 
but when we add to ‘this insanitary condi- 
tions, as reported in some places, the situa- 
tion becomes intolerable. The men who 
work in the kitchens suffer more than the 
sweatshop! worker ever suffered, and for no 
good reason. 

“What we want isto compe? the employers 
to spend a little money to make their kitch- 
ene fit to work in and fit for the proper 
preparation of food. We went them to treat 
their’ cooks es Auman beings and not as 
slaves. The subject of wages to me is not so 
important as the remedying of working con- 
ditions:”’ 

The pastor also told the cooks Chicago 
pastors were overworked and underpeid. He 
said the ores are in need of a labor union 
to protect their interests. They are ready to 
help the chefs and cooks organize to better 
their conditions in the hope that the cooks 
will returt the favor and help organize the 
ministera,|he asserted.

Prevents Waffles Sticking. . 


“Will you kindly tell me, through the cor- 
ner, how to keep waffles from sticking to the 
iron? I make my batter, and great the iron 
and heat it well, then pour batter on. But it 
will stick, and they are generally tough, too. 

A BROOKLIN HovUSsEKEEPER. 

Rub the irons with dry salt after you have 
washed and dried them and made sure they 
are dry by setting them on the range. Brush 


out the salt and set the irons at the back of 


the steve for two hours to “season” them. 

Whenever they are to be used repeat the 
seasoning process by setting them in the 
oven or upon the range for half an hour be- 
fore pouring in the batter. After heating 
them wipe out carefully and grease with a 
bit of salt pork, or with a bit of butter done 
up in a rag. Grease them well. 

The main point is to heat them slowly be- 
fore using them. They are thick and corru- 
gated and require long and steady exposure 
to heat to get warmed through and evenly. 
If the waffles are tough the batter is too stiff

Removing Tarnish From Silver. 

“Will you kindly publish a recipe for re- 
moving tarnish from silverware without being 
injurious. With careless it has de- 
come quite discolorej in the filigree work and 
cracks, I should appreciate very much if you 
would publish a recipe for removing this with- 
out injury to the silver. Mrs. J. F. C.“ 

Put the silver into a large pan; cover with 
loppered milk and set over the fire to heat 
slowly to a boil. Keep this up for ten min- 
utes. Take from the range, pour off the 
milk, and rinse the silver in hot water. Then 
wash in clean hot water to which yon have 
added a tablespoonful of household ammonia 
for each gallon. With a nail or tooth brush 
scrub out the filigree work. Next. wash in 
a good suds of hot water and waite goa p. 
pass through a last rinsing water (hot), and 
wipe hard and quickly., This process will 
glean blackened silver without the resort to 
plate powder. Upon the principle of mak 
ing one hand wash the other” I set next to 
your query a letter received by the same mall. 

“Tarnish on plated or solid silver may be 
removed in five minutes by a simple, harm- 
less chemical process,

"Miss Addams, Rabbi Wise of New York, 


and a number of America’s leading students 


and workers 10 the sociological field have 
made an admirable proposal to the presi- 
dent. It is that he recommend to congress 
the creation of a commission to study 
the relations of employers and entployés 
under present conditions of commerce and 
industry. Miss Addams suggested that 
this commission should compare the rules 


“and records of trade unions and employers’ 


associations in their relation to each other, 
the condition of the trades in ‘which un- 
ions are strong and those in which the 
labor has not been organized, to examine 
into the methods and resources of the state 
and federal labor bureaus to improve their 
work, and to make exhaustive study into 
the practicability. aud working principles 
of schemes of economic government such 
as the trade legislation in the cloak, suit, 
and skirt industry; the joint arbitration 
board, which in New York City controls the 
building industry; the Wisconsin industria! 
commission, the Canadian industrial dis- 
putes acts, and the minimum wage board 
work in Australia and the recently estab- 
lished similar board in England.’ 

It also was suggested that the commis. 
sion should consider the trend of legislation 
and judicial decision touching the status 
and rights of labor and report upon the cost 
of strikes. 

It is highly desirable that such à broad 
investigation be undertaken. Public opin- 
ion is active but uncertain for lack of firm 
footing of facts. There is no question that 
radical discontent is growing in the wage 
earning class, and the causes of this growth 
should be searched out. The commission 
report will not bring about the millennium, 
but it will do much to enlighten us and 
crystallize wise action.

BABY is born with an enormous 
brain and soon acquires'an enor- 
mous appetite. This is about all 
there is to start with. The size of 


is greater than it will ever be again, 

James Lane Allen in Aftermath 
makes Adam say of his newborn son: 

“If I could put forth one protecting 
prayer that would cover all his years it 
would be that through life he 5 — as 
wise as the day he was born.“ 

Parents should watch over the babies 
digestion with even more care than they 
have been accustomed to, but nothing war- 
rants them in leavitig the nervous system 
untrained or training it improperly. The 
young baby seems to have so little men- 
tality that there is great temptation to be- 
gin teaching him things, and then, when a 
little spark of intelligence is shown, the 
temptation to build further and faster is 
almost irresistible. His bram is in the 
rough and needs to be properly trained just 
as his method of taking food and air is 
new to him and needs training. 

The foundation of much of the nervous 
instability of adult life is laid in the self- 
centering, nerve racking methods frequent- 
ly employed with babies. As Holt says: 
“Babies under 6 months old should never 
be played with and the less of it at any time 
the better.“ 

When a baby has been nursed he should 
be put down on bed and allowed to zo 
to sleep without king, patting, or at- 
tention of any sort. He should not be given 
pacifiers or soothing sirups. He should not 
be allowed to form the habit of sucking his 
thumb. He should be tramed to lie quietly, 
unheld and unnoticed, when awake. He 
should be trained to sleep through the 
night with waking times prearranged ac- 
cording to age. If, at other times, he 
awakes and cries, he shoud be allowed to 
ery it out. 

At the worst only two or three nights are 
required to retstablish proper routine. He 
can be trained to proper bowel habits very 
early in life. He should not be stimulated 
to “take notice” or sit up or craw! or 
walk. If he is healthy he will get these 
things as soon as be is ready. He will 
walk when his legs are strong enough. It 
harms him to walk before. 

Distinctly from the standpoint of im- 
pressions, babies should be left alone. As 
it is, their brains are all out of proportion 
to their physical qualities and the need is 
to go slow on nerves so that muscles and 
frame may grow to somewhere near a bal- 
ance.

WORTHY SUGGESTIONS. 

M. 8. writes: “ Some time since a request 
was made for a means of keeping the mouth 
closed at night, and, as nothing seemed to 
be on the market, perhaps a home-made 
affair would be acceptable. This has been 
tested for several years, and it works per- 
fectly. Take a strip of muslin about eight 
inches wide, six when hems are in, and long 


/enough th go around the head and cross 


over the chin with a lap of four inches. A 
coarse scrim is really better than muslin, 
as it is more open in texture. By means of 
V-shaped darts, bring it to the precise shape 
of the head, which will shape it much like 
an eighth of an orange rind, except that the 
ends are not cut toa point, but left in strips 
of two inches In width and six inches long 
when finished. These strips or bands are 
carried under thé point of the chin, and 
safety pins keep them firmly in place, A lit- 
tle experience will suggest ways of pinning to 
get the best results. Ap to adenoids and 
bony growths in the nose, I believe it is gen- 
erally understood that nature yields to al- 
most any persistent demand, and even a 
bony growth in the nose is no exception. If 
it must be done the air passages will manage 
to stretch so that breathing is as quiet a 
process as in the best regulated nose, and 
holding the mouth closed is a sign that it 
must be done. With nose infections unusu- 
ally virulent, may I suggest a home remedy 
which never fails? Fill a basin or wash bow! 
with water as hot as can be borne and add 
pure galt, until it is a little more salty than 
a tear. Bury the face in this warm water 
and draw the water through the passages 
of the nose again and again. Of course, the 
first floods carry away e mucus that should 
not be returned to the water. The act is 
entirely painless and, indeed, extremely 
soothing, quite in contrast with so many 
nasal douche processes.”

He is the principal representative of the 
former Carmichael Earls of Hyndford, who 
were also Viscounts of Inglisberry and 
Namphlar and Lords Carmichael. The last 
earl died in 1817, nen most of his estates 
went to the Anstruthers, and the four peer- 
ages should have been taken up by Gen. Sir 
James Carmichael. He failed to do so on the 
score of the expense involved, and his son 
was equally remiss. His son in turn, the late 
Sir James Carmichael, was also deterred by 
considerations of the heavy expense involved 
from proving his rights to the four peerages, 
which, by virtue of their patents of creation, 
were to descend to heirs male whatsoever.” 

When Sir James Carmichael was elected in 
1802tg parliament as member for Glasgow his 
right to sit in the house of commons Was con- 
tested on the ground that he was disqualified 
by being in reality a Scottish peer who had 
merely neglected to establish his claims. 
When he died without issue the rights to the 
four peerages in question passed to his kins- 
man, Sir Thomas Gibson-Carmicheael, who, 
having succeeded William Ewart Gladstone 
ag Liberal member for Midlothian. withdrew 
from parliament after a relatively brief ca- 
reer there owing to the questions that were 
constantly being raised as to the validity of 
his vote.

Plan to Sterilize Water. 

The board adopted a resolution of Trustee 
Healy which provides that plans shall be 
made at once to sterilize the city water ob- 
tained from the Stxty-eighth street orib. The 
city health department and the University of 
Chicago has declared this water unsafe for 
drinking purposes. Mr. Healy is afraid it 
may become dangerous. The water is pol- 
luted from sewage which flows into the lake 
from Calumet river. Thiscrib supplies water 
for the 500,000 residents of Chicago residing 
in the territory south of Thirty-ninth street. 

The district has started digging Calumet- 
Sag canal which when completed will be 
used to reverse the fowof the Calumet river. 
That improvement will take five years or 
more. Mr. Healy wants the water sterilized 
in the meantime. _ 

The district’s law department will decide 
whether the district has the power to make 
the expenditure. If the decision is favorable 
plans for a plant costing $10,000 will be start- 
ed at once. It ig estimated the water can be 
treated for 88 cents a million gallons.

Some War Department Engineers

Weshington, D. C., Jan 4-—[Special.]— 
Illinois waterway and water power projects 
may be seriously interfered with by the fall- 
ing of the level of water in the great lakes, 
to which Gen. Bixby, chief of the war de- 
partment engineers, called the attention of 
congress today. 

The highest level of Lake Michigan met 
year was two feet lower than the high level 
of 1908. The loses in the last year was six 
inches. The level of Lake Superior sank 
nearly a foot in two years. 

Under the above circumstances further 
diversion from Lake Michigan by the Chi- 
cago drainage district becomes more serious 
and its effect much more to be feared than 
heretofore,” says Gen. Bixby. 


Expect Lowest Level in 51 Years. 

Lake Superior can no longer be looked to 
by the sanitary district as a source of storage, 
as it will be at least two years before it can 
be brought back to its level of 1905, and any 
holding back of water of Lake Superior to 
restore ita level by artificial means must nec- 
essarily mean a more rapid drop in the levels 
of Lakes Michigan, Huron, Erie, and On- 
tario.

30 per cent, and the far western and Pacific 
states, with about 13 per cent of the bank- 
ing capital, would control approximately 
25 per cent. 

This method of organization te expected 
to remove the possibility of contro? of the 
reserve association by any single group or 
set of men. 

Fifteen branch associations will be pro- 
vided for-one in New England, two in the 
eastern states, four in the south, four in 
the middle west, and four in the far west. 
To control the reserve association it would 
be necessary to control a majority of the 
branches. This ie held to be impossible. 


Restriction on Banks Proposed. 

Tt has been proposed that ownership of 
bank stocks by other banks be prohibited 
and that when a bank acquires stock con- 
trol im another bank it be prohibited from 
voting that stock in the main organisation. 

Much study on the part of the commis- 
sion, however, has failed to suggest any pro- 
vision which would be impossible of evasion. 
Solicitor General Lehmann, who conferred

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh wrote 
to Chairman Aldrich today that he thought 
it wae of great importance that the com- 
mission's plan of reform should include the 
prohibition against one bank holding stock 
in another, directly or indirectly.
